a simple matter to find out the e.v- 
act lont'th of wii<- required to make 
a connection and also to see exactl} 
how the wire should be bent. 


Take thtr fuse win* and bond it 


exactly as you would the piece- of 
bus wire. When this is dont- take a 
length of bus win- and bend to the 
shape of the fuse wire. 
In this way 


you will not waste wire by cutting 
it off the wrong length and will find 
it an easy matter to make a neat job 
of bonding even a long wire v.-ith a 
number of bends 
and 
turns in it. 


Another way thf fuse trim can be 
used is to bend it in shape between 
the two points, then straighten it I 
out. cutting off the bus wire to cor- 
rect length, and bend v:ire at points 
with kinks.
